From an office in the Monadnock build- 
ing the parade was directed by @ man 
who did not have a slimpese of it from 
first to last. 

Capt. Raymond Sheldon, U. S. A., was

cannon that was to set them moving. A 
tong line of pink in Wabash avenue stood 
for 19,000 girls ready) to join in the proces- 
sion. 

Capt W. Y. Hendron of the First infan- 
try, I. N. G, acted as Capt. Sheldon's aid 
‘de camp at headquarters. Four young 
men were busy et telephones from morn- 
ing till night. 

Wait Starting Orders. 

Gommanders of corps and divisions 
waited in other offices along the line of 
march to receive Capt. Sheldon’s orders. 
The three main stations were in Grant 
park, at Van Buren and Michigan ave- 
nue, and La Salle and Van Buren. There 
were fifteen substations. 

All day Capt. Sheldon watched his 
maps. As fast as the organizations 
moved into the parade he would unpin the 
cardboard that represented them and 
throw them on the floor. The first map 
was cleared by noon, the second by dark. 
As a telephone message came at night 
that the last body of marchers had fallen 
- into line, the captain plucked a strip of 
red from the third map and dropped it on 
the floor. For him it was the end of the 
parade. 

How He Fired Orders. _ 

Hour after hour, Capt. Sheldon chewed 
a cigar and fired orders out over the tele- 
phones. In keeping four telephones hum- 
ming, he rivaled Napoleon’s feat of dic- 
tating to four secretaries at once.

LONDON DAILY NEWS CALLS 
FOR LORD FISHER’S RETURN. 


Says Former First Lord of Admi- 
tralty Could Restore Confidence in 
Wet'onal Defense, 


LONDON, June 3.—The Daily News 
calls for the return of Lord Fisher, for- 
merly first sea lord of the admiralty, to 
the head of the navy. 

“ No single event,”’ says the newspaper, | 
“would more effectively counteract the 
danger of a diminution of confidence in 
the navy, if it éxists, than the return of 
Lord Fisher, who in time of peace 
brought the navy to a state of unex- 
ampled efflicency. The country needs 
him in this urgent hour.” 

The newspaper calls the North sea ac- 
tion the gravest disaster sustained by the 
British navy since the outbreak of the 
war. “Our losses were twice those of 
the enemy,” it adds. 

“The facts today are unwelcome," it 
concludes, ‘‘ but they afford no grounds 
for pessimism or depregsion beyond the 
inevitable, unconcealed sorrow which the 
logs of 5,000 gallant lives must inspire. 
One consequence rmuat attend the Jutland 
battle—that is the return of Lord Fisher 
to the admiralty.’

The best that the combina- 
tion now expects from Smoot is a fifty- 
fifty split of his eight votes on the first 
ballot, with the probability that the en- 
tire eight will be voted for Hughes on the 
second ballot. 


Little Change in Iineup. | 

The gathering of the delegates and the 
big chiefs has made little material 
change in the first ballot situation from 
that indicated in the tabulation made by 
THE TRIBUNE last Sunday. 

The national committee disposed of the 
Georgia contests, and instead of Roose- 
velt having seventeen from Georgia, as 
was figured last week, Hughes or Roose- 
velt will have five and the rest will be 
split between Root, Sherman, Weeks, and 
Fairbanks. 

The Louisiana Lily White delegation, if 
it is seated in the permanent organiza- 
tion of the convention by the credentials 
committee, is now conceded by the com- 
bination managers to Hughes, an even 
dozen votes. 

If Walter Cohen’s black and tan delega- 
tion gets the permanent credentials, it is 
understood that the twelve votes will be 
split between Root, Weeks, and Fair- 
banks. . 


Badger Men Divided. 

The Wisconsin delegation, instead of 
voting solidly for La Follette, is now 
split three ways. La Follette gets the 
sixteen that he elected in the direct pri- 
maries and Gov. Philipp will lead seven 
into the Hughes camp. The other three 
have revolted against Philipp and an- 
nounce that they will vote for Burton. 

The arrival of Murray Crane, bring- 
ing with him the ve kare that the 
entire vote’ of Massachusetts will be cast 
for Weeks on the first ballot, tends to 
eliminate Gov. McCall from the list, for 
the time being at least. The Missouri 
friends of former Gov. Hadley also have 
decided that the nomination can come 
to him only by way of a protracted dead- 
lock, and they will not vote for him at the 
outset of the balloting. : 

Tue TRIBUND’s table, as compared 
with last week's, is readjusted for New 
Hampshire. Weeks loses four votes, 
which will be split evenly between Root 
and Hughes. Two of Roosevelt’s votes 
are marked off in Colorado, as is one 
for Cummins, and Fairbanks gains one 
and Root two.

George B. Caldwell of Investment 
Bankers Association Says Wil- 
son Is Not Wanted.

Hughes clearly retains the “inside 
track” in the race for the nomination.

They admit that un- 
less the situation changes materially in 
the next few days the Old Guard prob- 
ably will decide to facilitate the nomina- 
tion of the justice. Hughes on the third 
ballot is the prediction of many Repub-

INFLUENCE OF BIG BUSINESS. 

Inasmuch as the Old Guard holds the 
key to the nomination, every conceivabie 
effort is being made to swing the organi 
zation into line for the colonel, and as the 
Old Guard is generally more amenable to 
the dictates of Big Business than to any 
other influence, the Rooseveltians are 
seeking to gain their ends through that 
channel. Even Perkins and his associ- 
ates in the Progressive camp are working 
along this line. 

The hitch in the program at present is 
that Big Business has not declared for 
Roosevelt with any impressive unanimi- 
ty. While it is taken for granted that 
the Standard Oil crowd wants the colonel, 
its opposing faction in Wall street, the 
Morerf\ crow#d, is either split up or “ play- 
ing its bets across the board.” Morgan 
himself is for Hughes. Herbert L. Sat- 
terlee is for Roosevelt, and H. P. Davison 
of the Morgan firm is a Root boomer. 
The Morgan crowd, in a way customary 
to big business, seems to have scattered 
its support so as to enhance its chances 
of having a friend at court whichever 
way the nomination goes. 


OLD GUARD NURSES HUGHES. : 

Unless Big Business, by a more unani- 
mous effort, should bring the major por- 
tion of the Old Guard into line for Roose- 
velt the chances of the colonel winning 
the nomination will remain somewhat 
slim, at least_so long as Hughes remains 
in the race. Just now the Old Guard 
is interested in nursing the Hughes boom 
along and doing nothing to induce the 
justice to withdraw. 

The elimination of Hughes at any time 
with Roosevelt occupying the formid- 
able position he has attained in the last 
fortnight would develop an overwhelm- 
ing demand for the colonel. The Old 
Guard does not want to meet that over- 
whelming demand unless for reasons of 
its own it is ready to accept Roosevelt.

THE JUDICIAL ELECTION. 

It is hoped public preoccupation with national 
politics will not cause a light vote in the judicial 
election tomorrow. The selection of seven judges 
is an important duty and ought to be carefully per- 
formed.

At a recent meeting of city business men who 
are chiefly manufacturers one of the speakers 
wished to know whyffarmers are ultraconserva- 
tive. Since there were no real, working farmers 


it was discussed at length. 


knows it do not require an explanation of his so- 
called conservatism. After a farmer has lived 
and worked through a dozen years of drouths, 
floods, freezes, animal disease epidemics, wind 
storms, hail storms, insect depredations, low price 
periods, and many other related adversities he 
naturally concludes that his is a vocation in 
which caution and conservatism are enjoined. 
He begins to understand that to count ducks be- 
fore they hatch is amusing nonsense. He does 
not count them after they are hatched; he waits 
until they are grown, cooped or dressed and sold. 

A manufacturer employing 200 men in pro- 
ducing a given article knows that tn a given 
time the output of his factory, will be a given 
number of tons, worth a certain price. Although 
a few factors involved at times may make it im- 
possible for him accurately to estimate final net 
returns, he can easily get at approximate results. 
It ig altogether different in a farmer's case. 
When he plants fifty acres of corn he does not 
know whether the yleld will be so many bushels 
per acre or merely stover. If he lives in a region 
in which corn has never been a failure he can 
of course count upon a yield, but he cannot pre- 
dict the measure of it. Even when a farmer does 
everything that within reason could be done to 
insure profitable yields of the crops which he is 
accustomed to grow he knows from experience 
that it is folly to count bushels or tons until they 
have been saved and cashed. 

The fact is that if a farmer ts not conservative 
he is either crazy or a simpleton. And yet if he 
owns his land, and continues to do the best that 
he nnows, he is sure of a living; which is more

definitely abolished as an anachronistic survival 
of ancient days. » :

general of Belgium. 
Von Bissing ever 
Since the shooting of the English Red Cross 
nurse, Miss Edith Cavell, at Brussels by a file of 
German soldiers has been held accountable in the 
eyes of the civilized world for that execution. 

Gen. Turner, however, has produced evidence to 
show that Von Bissing was quite innocent in the 
matter and that the Teuton official at fault was 
Gen. von Krachnitz, the military governor of 
Brussels, who was quite independent of Governor 
General von Bissing in thé affair and from whom 
no appeal to Bissing could be made. 

Bir Alfred Turner, while admitting that Gen. 
von Bissing is a strict disciplinarian, insists that 
he is one of the must chivalrous and smartest 
officers of the German army, possessed of re- 
markable independence of character, which on 
one memorable occasion landed him in the black 
books of the kaiser. 

It occurred during the annual maneuvers, when 
the emperor insisted on changing places with 
him, deputing him to act as umpire in chief and 
assuming in lieu thereof the command of the Von 
Bissing army corps. The kaiser carried out his 
usual spectacular displays, hurling masses of in- 
fantry and even cavalry against unshaken and 
impregnable positions. 

When the officers were assembled at the close 
of the day around the umpire in chief for the 
critique of the operations the kaiser pushed for- 
ward and began to give his opinion of the pro- 
ceedings to Gen. von Bissing, who almost par- 
alyzed those present by coolly interrupting W1I- 
liam, waving him back with his hand and with 
the words, “ Keine Einmischung, Majestit!” (No 
interference, your majesty.) 

The emperor ahut up like a clam in the middle 
of a sentence, and fell back, with a face as black 
as thunder, which wag not improved by the cut- 
ting censure administered to.him by Von Bissing 
as umpire in chief for the manner in which he 
had made his attack that would have entailed a 
holocaust in real warfare. . 

Three days later Von Bissing was suddenly 
relieved by the emperor of his command and 
placed on the retired list. 

Being @ man of strong character and of inde- 
pendent fortune, Von Bissing openly rebelled 
against so gross an act of injustice, and a cam- 
paign took place against the kaiser and against 
the latter’s private military cabinet which found 
its echo in the réichstag. ; 

This led the emperor to endeavor to make 
amends by bestowing upon Von Bissing the Order 
of the Black Eagle, which was the equivalent of 
the British Order of the Garter. But Von Bissing 
remained unemployed until the beginning of the 
war, when he was appointed military governor of 
Cologne and afterwards governor general of Bel- 
gium, in succession to the late Field Marshal 
Count von der Goltz.

Both his former wife, now dead, who was a Miss 
Marion Austen, and his present wife, who was a 
Miss Charlotte Sparling, were both entirely Eng- 
lish, while his children have been brought up as 
English children. He is totally English in senti- 
ment, has never belonged to any German clubs 
or societies in England, and has never seen the 
kaiser, much less received any order from him. 
Yet owing to the prominence of his name in 
connection with his half brother's activities as 
governor general of Belgium, the English author- 
ities. have been forced, very reluctantly, by ex- 
cited popular sentiment to give orders for his 
internment during the war, his captivity being, 
however, made as light as possible. 
As for Gen. Sir Alfrea Turner, he belongs to a 
wel] known legal family, his granduncle, Sir 
George Turner, having been lord chief justice. 
He is quite rich, having among other things bene- 
fited to the tune of half a million dollars under

breathing impure air. The British 

committee for the investigation of 

atmospheric pollution reported that 

the average atmosphere deposits 
about fifteen tons of solid matter a month 
during the winter on each square kilo- 
‘meter, about 250 acres. This is at the 
| rate of about two pounds a month on @ 
| small city lot. This is divided into one- 
| sixth ton of tarry matter or soot, three 
‘tong of wood and coal dust, six tons of 
|dirt and earth dust, three tons of sul- 
phuric acid, a tdn of chlorins, and one- 
third of a ton of ammonia. 

This is the amount of dirt which falls 
out of the air. In order to find out how 
much dust the air contains we must add 
what stays euspended to the above 
amounts. 

Similar studies have been made in Bos- 
ton, New York, Cleveland, Pittsburgh, 
Indianapolis, Chicago, and other Amer- 
ican cities. The outside air is very dirty 
except in the mountains and by the sea- 
shore. Unquestionably the genera! dirti- 
ness of the outside air is responsible for 
some ill health. But at that, outside air 
is the best air we have. As bad asitts 
those who get the mos of it are the best 
off, for inside air is worse. Inside air is 
not go frequently purified by euniight- 
| Electricity has a better chance to purify 
/outside air. Winds hip and so do rains 
| and snows.

BARBERS. Working asa barber is not 
supposed to be a very hazardous occupa- 
tion and it is not, but there are certain 
dangers which are important and which 
at the same time are unnecessary. Bar- 


‘bers work long hours indoors. They 
stand. Their work is especially fatigu- 
ing on the feet and hands. The airofa 
barber shop is dusty. The dust is com- 
posed in great part of short hairs. Much 
of the fine hair is breathed. Of the 110 
barbers treated in this clinic, 12 had con- 
sumption, 6 chronic bronchitis, 7 emphy- 
sema, 2 asthma (emphysema and usthma 
cause difficult breathing), 9 acute bron- 
chitis, and 4 chronic pharyng'tis. 

This is a heavy toll paid to diseases 
of the lungs and upper air passages. The 
reason is breathing of air rich in dust and 
especially in hair. As the result of long 
hours, indoor life, standing at the chair, 
many suffered from constipation or some 
other form of stomach or bowel trouble. 

Over 10 per cent had consumption. 
What is to be done about [t? A vacuum 
cleaner would be a very good attachment 
to a barber shop. Hair should not be al- 
lowed on the floor. If a vacuum cleaner 
is not possible, cleaning with a damp 
cloth should be frequentiy done. The 
electric fans can be so placed ae not to 
stir up the hair on the floor. Barbers 
have a habit of shaking the cloth one o” 
more times during the course of a hair 
cut. This fills the air with hair. The 
habit should be dtscontinued. If the zone 
around the chair could be covered with 
a rug or some composition cork matting 
it would save the feet some tire.

FURRIERS—Of the sixty-nine furriers 
who came to the clinic nine had consump- 
tion, twelve chronic bronchitis, ten em- 
physema, and two asthma—forty-two had 
some kind of disease of the lungs. For 
this great preponderance of disease of 
the lungs there are seveml causes. The 
air of the shop is generally dirty. In the 
dirt is a large amount of hair. One process 
in handling furs is beating. This fills the 
air with hair. Another is clipping. The 
air is dry and warm and this increases 
the tendency of dust to float. In certain 
processes the workers are in contact with 
aniline dyes and in others with mercury. 

The remedy is as follows: Beating 
should be done tn a room away from the 
general workshop. Dust should not be al- 
lowed to accumulate. Vacuum cleaners 
should be used. Where it is not feasible 
to use a vacuum cleaner the floors and ta- 
bles should be sprinkled before being 
swept or else some floor compounds 
should be used. Sweeping and cleaning 
Should be done after the day’s work has 
been finished and the furriers have left. 
If the air of the room cannot be kept clean 
the workingmen should wear respirators. 

Thompson quotes the registrar general's 
(Great Britain) report as saying that in 
the past decade the consumption mortal- 
ity among hatters is 50 per cent above 
the average. One reason for this, ‘ac- 
cording to Stickler, is the laceration of 
the lungs by sharp, fine hair dust. 

Furriers suffer also from eczema of the 
hands. Sometimes this can be prevented 
by wearing rubber gloves. Furriers and, 
in greater measure, hatters suffer from 
mercury poisoning. There should be ba- 
sins of sulphur water or dilute aluminum 
acetate Bolution for washing the hands 
and face.

In 
small establishments men work hard mix- 
ing and kneading, then they rest while 
the sponge rises, and finally they work 
hard and in heated air while the baking is 
going on. 

‘The remedy? Bakeries should be above 
ground. This is necessary to’ permit of 
sunehine and air. Where the light is 
very good bags, boxes, and dust are not 
so likely to accumulate. To keep the 
temperature within bounds a bakery 
should be well ventilated. It ought to

TOBACCO WORKERS—Of the 125 to- 
bacco workers coming to this clinic eleven 
had consumption, four had chronic bron- 
chitis, 3 emphysema, nine had acute bron- 
chitis, six had acute pharyngitis, and one 
pleurisy with effusion—a total of thirty- 
eight. 

As working in tobacco disturbs the di- 
gestion, we note that thirty of these pa- 
tients had trouble with their digestions. 
As tobacco is a nerve poison, ten patients 
had neurasthenia, five had headaches, one 


acute nicotine poisoning, and one tobacco { | 
heart. Of the 125, ninety-eight were cigar- 


makers, nineteen cigaret makers, and 
fourteen tobacco handlers. 

Investigators in European factorier 
have found the air of tobacco factories 
very dusty. The air nine feet above the 
floor is much richer it dust than ie the 
air of the street. Sweepings from a to- 
bacco factory contain 7 per cent nicotine. 

There is plenty of Wust in the work of 
strippers, handlers, and rollers. Theonly 
part of a cigar which is moist when han- 
died is the binder and wrapper. — 

Thompson tells us that 24 per cent of 
the deaths in 1905 among the cigar- 
makers’ union were due to tuberculosis. 
Sommerfeld says that the consumption 
death rate among tobacco workers is 
twice the general tuberculosis rate. 

There is no special reason why the to- 
bacco trade should be a dusty trade. The 
floors should be kept clean, scrap should 
not be allowed to accumulate. The floors 
and tables should be vacuum cleaned. 
Suction fans should be made use of. 
There should be convenient and attrac- 
tive washing facilities

Plasterers breathe air containing lime, 
sand and hair. They are exposed to cold 
and dampness. 

Prevention: Workmen engaged in tear- 
ing down old plaster, especially in con- 
fined spaces, should wear respirators. 
Thompson says prevention consists in 
shielding the workmen as much as pos- 
\sible from Inclement weather and cold, 
damp, indoor air. Masons should stand 
upon lattice frames to keep the feet dry. 
Dry material should be kept wet down. 

In the opinion of Dr. Baker, not only 
should the employer do everything poaei- 
ble to protect the workers engaged in 
dusty trades but also the unions have 
duties to discharge. The unions should 
teach their members the dangersof dusty 
trades and methods for thelr control. 
Among other things, the men should know 
that a physical examination twice a year 
is advisable; that coughs and colds 
should not be treated with patent medi- 
cines. The tmportanoce of fresh air and 
cleanliness tn the home should be insisted 
upon.

We accordingly wish to advise that from tLe 
facts submitted we conclude that the garage in 
question is of a public, rather than a priva-e, 
ature, and as such becomes amenable to s9c- 
tion 2,684 of the Chicago code of 1911, ss 
amended July 17, 1911. page 962 of the coun- 
cil journal proceedings of 1911-'12, which pro- 
vides as follows: ‘‘ Section L It shall be un- 
lawful for any person, firm or corporation to 
locate, bufld, construct or maintain any garage 
within 200 feet of any building used as and fr 
a hospital, church or public or parochial 
school, or the grounds thereof, and it shall 
be unlawfu! for any person, firm or corporation 
to locate, build, construct or maintain any 
garage in the city in any dlock in which two- 
thirds of the buildings on both sides of the 
street are used exclusively for residence pur- 
poses, or within 100 feet of any such street in 
any such block, without securing the, written 
consent of a majority of the property owners 
according to frontage on both sides of the 
street as provided by the ordinances of the city 
of Chicago.”’ 

From such it is to be seen the frontage con- 
gents are necessary in order to obtain a license 
for the conducting of such garage, and if the 
is being conducted at the present time 
without a license it is in violation of the ordi-

Now if men should fold their hands before the aggression, the barbarism of 
predatory rivals, leaving destiny to take care of them and the world, it seems 
obvious what must happen: the stronger—that is, the ecrucer and greedier—mem- 
bers of the human family must survive; the most aggressive, the less idealistic 
peoples must possess the earth. Already they have obtained possession far too 
universally ! For the physical necessity of survival encourages the coarser strains 
as it is. 

If we add to the advantage which our undeveloped natures give them a 
philosophical negation of effort the world would revert to a complete riot of brute 
froces. Instead, man must throw the weight of his will and feeble idealism, sup- 
ported by what strength he has in him, toward the preservation of all finer varie- 
ties of life from the domination of the cruder, albeit physically stronger. The 
battle has been waged for zons: it will go on for generations, all the more acute 
‘and fiendish now that men have discovered a devilish ingenuity in the expression 
of their wills. But to surrender with a vague feeling of helplessness, of human 
‘inability ‘to affect the result by willing and struggling—and fighting when driven 
to it? Never! No Aryan people will ever accept that philosophy of life.and of

the sale by the French governor, De 
Poincyx, of the islands of St. Christo- 
pher, St. Martin, St. Bartholomew, Tor- 
tuga, and St. Croix, to the Knights of 
Malta for 120,000 livres, the sale being 
confirmed by Louls XIV. in 1653. 

The declared object of the “ conces- 
sion ’’ was that “ an establishment might 
be formed by them (the Knights of 
Malta) in the West Indies for the service 
and defense of Christianity and for the 
conversion of the savages to the Chrise- 
tian religion.” 

The real purpose, of course, was to raise 
mongy. The crown repurchased the privi- 
leges in 1665 for 500,000 livres. It‘is also 
instance of the governor of St. Domingo 
interesting to know that in 1674, at the 
(then French) it was determined to aban- 
don St. Croix entirely. Three vessels and 
several transports were sent to remove 
the colony. After sacrificing all their 
effects, crops, horses and cattle, the un- 
happy colonists set fire to their homes 
and sailed for St. Domingo. 

»** Strange procedure on the part of the 
French government,” writes a historian, 
** thus to abandon an island so fertile, its 
rich soil having yielded tobacco, cotton, 
indigo and sugar, and after the immense 
sacrifice of treasure and life that the col- 
ony had cost.”” But there @as a policy of 
“pork” in those days as now, and the 
scuttlers demanded to know “ what are 
we making out of St. Croix?”

The island of St. Thomas was settled 
about 1625, aBd its history is similar to 
that of its sister island. It is a curious 
coincidence that the English, when they 
took St. Martins, St. Eustatius, and St- 
Thomas from the Dutch in 1667, finding 
that the two former islands were more 
fertile, abandoned St. Thomas, compel- 
ling the colonists to remove their effects 
thither. But at least they permitted them 
to carry away what they could.

OT, do we want the Danish West 
Indies for $5,000,000, but can we 
N afford at any price to allow these 
islands to become a bone of con- 
tention among strong European 
powers? Americans are not wholly 
blind, nor hopelessly pusillanimous, 
though there be many circumstances, as 
Sir Thomas Browne might remark, that 
might persuade the world that they are 
so. To unite the Atlantic and the Pacific 
coasts we have built the Panama canal, 
‘but we allow it to. remain half fortified, 
go that some other nation that may wish 
to rule in the Caribbean may take it from 
us, in accordance with the hint that Solon 
gave to Croesus, regarding his gold. 

We have a protectorate over Cuba and 
Hayti, and our flag files over Porto Rico. 
So far so good, providing the defensea are() 
adequate. But to the eastward of Porto 
Rico, separated by a narrow channel, lie 
the Danish islands of St. Croix, Char- 
lotte Amalie, and St. John. A portion of 
the same group, still farther east, called 
by the name Columbus gave them in 
1408, the Virgin islands (or the islands of 
the Eleven Thousand Virgins) belong to 
Great Britain. 

The Danish West Indies are valueless 
to Denmark (owing to economic reasons) 
but would be, both commercially and 
strategically, valuable to the United 
States. With these islands in our pos- 
session and properly fortified, the United 
States would have a breastwork to the 
eastward secure against allcomers. Left 
in the hands of a weak power, the islands 
offer a temptation to any strong naval 
power to defy our Monroe doctrine and 
establish a convenient foothold near the 
entes of the ee canal. | 


‘The history of hese islands, a shuttle- 
cock between Dutch and English, French 
and Dame, and between chartered com- 
pany and crown, is an interesting and 
instructive one, but without going into

There arervaluable foresis 
and coal deposits. The area is about one- 
tenth that of Rhode Island, and the popu- 
lation has dwindled from over 43,000 in 
1835 to about 30,000.

The social atmos- 
phere, to quote Bonsal again, is rather 
more American than in any other parts of 
the West Indies, even including our own 
possessions. —

St. Thomas has in fits port of Char- 
lotte Amalie one of the finest harbors in 
the Antilles, deep and spacious, and 
famed for its security from hurricanes. 
It is probably the best harbor east of 
Samoa bay, in northern San Domingo 
(which Gen. Grant vainly endeavored to 
secure, when fair opportunity was offered 
for the United States). 

Stephen Bonsal, in his “ The American 
Mediterranean "’ (1912), declares it to be 
naturally impregnable, and adds that 
should the Germans ever seek land as 
well as commerce in the West Indies 
(which he thought quite likely), there 
were indications that they would take 
St. Thomas, and also the Dutch island of 
Curacao, on the Venezuelan coast.

With an evenly balanced team of ath- 
letes, which scored points in eleven of the 
sixteen events, the University of Wiscon- 
sin yesterday won the sixteenth annual 
track and field meet of the Western In- 
tercollegiate Athletic association held on 
Northwestern fleld with a total of 4? 
points. University of Illinois was second 
with 35% points and University of Chi- 
cago third with 30% markers. 

One world’s record was broken, one tied, 
and seven conference marks went by the 
boards. The first mark to be broken was 
in the 120 yard high hurdles, when Robert 
Simpson of Missouri leaped the barriers 
in :143-5, which equaled the record he 

ade last Saturday in the Missouri Val- 
ley conference meet. The mark was not

allowed because Simpson was favored by 
a strong wind, but his mark of yesterday 
no doubt will be official. 


Simpson Repeats in Low Hurdles. 

Not content with winning the high 
‘hurdles, Simpson repeated by winning 
_the 220 yard low sticks in easy fashion 
and established a new conference rec- 
ord of :23 4-5 for the distance. Simpson 
held the former mark at :243-5. He got 
uway to a good start and breasted the 
tape a winner by fully tem yards. 

The next mark to fall was in the quar- 
ter miie, when Binga Dismond of the 
University of Chicago footed the dis- 
tance in !47 2-5, which equals the record 
made by Ted Meredith of the University 
of Pennsylvania and made in the eastern 
intercollegiate meet a week ago. This 
‘rformance is only two-fifths of a sec- 
ond slower than the world’s mark held 
by Maxey Long and made on the 
straightaway in 1900. 


Mucks Breaks Discus Mark. 

The next record broken was in the 
discus throw, when Arlie Mucks of Wis- 
consin hurled the catlies shaped missle 
135) feet 2 inches, which bettered the 
former mark of 140 feet 2% inches made 
by Johnny Garrels of Michigan in 1905. 
The big fellow bettered the former mark 
on each of his preliminary attempts, 
while he made his best throw on his seé- 
ond trial in the semi-final round. 

D. M. Scott of the Mississippi Agri- 
cultural college then ran the half mie 
in 1:53 1+5, which clipped two-fifths of 
a second off the mark established by 


cago at Urbana last year.. The south- 
erner led from start to finish and had 
plenty of speed in reserve at the tape. 


Two Mile Record to. Stout. 

Capt. Stout of Chicago was the next 
performer to breast the tape # a record 
breaking performance. He sped the two 
miles in 9:29 3-5, which broke the former 
mark of 9:33 2-5, held by A. H. Mason of 
the University of IIllinois. Mason ran 
in the event, but his best efforts were 
spent in the mile, which he won in 4:20 1-5. 

To Carman Smith of the University of 
Wisconsin went the individual honors. 
The Badger won thirteen points as a re- 
sult of victories in the 100 and 220 yard 
dashes and finishing in secoryi. place in 
the running broad jump. Robert Simp- 
son of Missouri was second, witth 10% 
points. 

After H. B., Liversedge of the Univer- 
sity of California had won the shot put 
and established a new record of 47 feet 5 
inches and had taken third place In the 
javelin throw, hé was disqualified by 
the conference eligibility committee and 
the points taken away from the western 
Institution. The action was taken after 
it was learned that @.e weight man had 
competed for the Clympig A. C. of San 
| Francisco in open competition. 


Disqualification Arouses Ire. 

L. A. Nichols of the University of Cali- 
fornia, who won the running high jump, 
suffered the same fate after he had tied 
the conference record at 6 feet 1% inches. 
As a result of the board’s action, Califor- 
nia was deprived of ten points. Coach 
Walter Curtis was bitter in his comnients 
on the action of the committee, and ‘it is 
doubtful if the westerners will ever again 
take part in the conference.

Therefore it. was 
a matter of will power more than any- 
thing else to acquire a taste for the fat 
producing foods. 

A fact of importance you should know 
is this: If a person’s ideal. weight is 150 


pounds, and he yeighs 175, his ody con- 


tains about forty-seven and one-half 
pounds of fat. This fat serves him as 
so much fuel in case of emergency. If 
he misses a few meals or passes through 
an unusuai physical strain it is drawn 
upon to supply energy for ce particular 
occasion. 

Fats, as fuel, go twice as far as Feartio- 
hydrates or proteins. One pound of fat 
performs the work of two pounds of 
fiesh. A thin person falls back on her 
own muscular tissue more quickly in an 
emergency than a fat one, and loses 
weight twice as rapidly and with more 
weakening effects. Consequently the fat 
gain and the thin lose more readily. 

When there is an incessant demand for 
fuel as created by the. overenergetic, 
restless temperament, the consequenies 
are fatal to the thin woman. A curtail- 
ment of activity is the first step, there- 
fore, in the right direction. 

A good healthy tire is a good means 
of arriving at this curtailment of activi- 
ty. By that I mean a daily walk—two if 
necessary—to induce a restful sleep. An- 
other thing, you must say: “I will not 
use up my energy by futile, pointless 
gadding and running about.”” The re- 
sults, as exemplified by my model, Miss 
Barnett, more than justify the deter- 
mination to reform the habit of energy 
extravagance. 

Strenuous exercise, as necessary for 
reducing weight, is not advisable in the 
attempt to put on weight. However, ex- 
ercises in mild form each day are neces- 
sary to increase the circulation of the 
blood and to whet the appetite. 

Miss Barnett found walking to be the 
best exercise for sharpening the appe- 
tite. Before she began my instructions 
she did littie of it. Now she takesa long 
walk twice a day, either in the morning 
or afternoon and before retiring at night,

Another was the chest expansion of a 
couple of inches, and the improvement in 
the appearance of her neck, especially at 
ites base. The hollows are filling out re- 
markably, due to the deep breathing exer- 
cises and the massage. 

A deep breathing exercise which Miss 
Barnett has practiced every day and 
never less than three times a day is this: 
Stand before an open window with arms 
at side; slowly raise arms in outward 
circle up over head until hande touch, in- 
haling deeply as this upward movement 
is made; then slowly let anms fall in out- 
ward circle movement back to original 
position, exhaling as arms are brought 
down. Do this twenty times at each ses- 
sion. If twenty tires you at first, do it 
only ten until you can do it oftener with- 
out exertion. You may increase it to 
fifty, as Miss Barnett did. 

The leg raising and bicycle pedaling 
exercises described elsewhere on the 
page Miss Barnett also practiced daily. 

Morning and night Miss Barnett mas- 
saged her bust and the hollows at the 
base of her neck with cocoa butter. The 
massage of the bust must be done gently, 
working in a half circle upward and out- 
ward movement. 

In massaging the face small eircles 
are described from the center of the 
forehead outward. Then from the sides 
of the mouth to the outer corners of the 
eyes the same rotary motion with -the 
tips of the fingers should be followed. 
The massage should be applied with a 
firm and steady pressure. Massage from 
the base of the neck upward toward the 
chin. When finished with the massage 
rub a plece of ice over the skin. It 
tones it up and closes the pores. 

Don’t overlook the importance of 
keeping the body free from poisonous 
matters by a daily elimination. Drink 
water—at least three pints a day, and 
more if you can. If this is not suffi- 
cient, take a cathartic of some kind. 
It is most important to attend to this, 
especially if you are eating foods to 
which your stomach has not been ac- 
customed. 

Next week I shall continue reporting 
the improvement in Miss Barnett’s 
weight, with further instructions as to 
diet and exercise for those who are to 
gain. . . ‘

Chicken as Food and as Flavor. 
T this season of the year people 
are looking for novelties or nice- 
ties in chicken cookery. Lately 
I have received queries, comments, 
and criticiams concerning the 
work of a certain tecturer, who has made 
@ four pound chicken go farther, that is, 
@ppear in severel menus for four or five 
people, than has seemed to the querists 


| 


It ie not unreasonadie, if the chicken fs. 
considered from the standpoint of a fia- 
vor, which can be so extended asto make 
a@ goodly number of pleasant dishes, 
gather than from the standpoint of food 
value, This is for several reasons the 
gnore reasonable staniipoint for the 
thrifty, because at best the food value of 
chicken is not great. The actual amount 
of solid food obtained for your money is 
gmail. but when added to the amount of 
agreeableness the sum may bé large if 
you have the skill. i 

For instance, pound for pound a broiling 
whicken has just a little more than one- 
fourth the fuel value of bread as food. 
However, we should not eat chicken for 
fuel. It is too frightfully expensive, if 
we did but know it, to be used as an en- 
ergy maker, more expensive than one 
person in five hundred imagines. 

We can get our protein or building and 
repairing material from chicken, and, 
although this is am expensive method, it 
is far fess so than toget fueltheat wey. It 
is an expensive way of getting this food- 
stuff, but not so expensive as using it for 
fuel or heat and energy making. It is 
expensive, say, in a broiling chicken, be- 
cause the total refuse’ is almost 42 per 
cent, so that, though you seem to pay 
30 to 50 cents a pound for the edible part, 
you really pay almost double that price. 


7, 
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And then suppose you pay $1 a pound for 
the edible part and refuse together, as 
many eaters in public places do, while 
they get only about 50 per cent of the 
whole weight as edible, you see that costs 
them $2 a pound. And this does not.tell 
the whole story, because a broiler is 75 
per cent water—that is, while you are eat- 
ing \what seems the solid part, only one- 
fourth of it is solid nourishment. 

There is only one sort of economy in 
buying broiling chickens. You are not 
paying for a lot of fat which perhaps you 
do not know how to use. A broiling 
chicken has but 2.5 per cent fat, while 
fowls have more than six times this 
amount, and a fat hen more yet. 

If we buy our chicken for flavor instead 
of fue? the broifer gives us the most deli- 
cate and fine flavor, if properly cooked, 
and the boiling chicken gives us the most 


‘fin the sense that it can be most extended. 


The fricasseed chicken, being e sort of 
boiled chicken, gives practically the same. 
Fricasseed chicken, I have been told re- 
cently, is not popular in one place where 
many people eat. Perhaps it would be if 
called chicken pot pie, as it was formerly 
called in many cases. 

Depending,on the chicken for this one 
thing, flavor, allowing the food value to be 
@ second matter, we have the greater 
need to cook our chicken carefully, for 
you can divide both food value and flavor 
by two by bad cooking. In other coun- 
tries the question of flavor begins back 
to the growing of the chicken. 

A great many careful eaters buy their 
chickens alive, as the Jewish people do 
when they cannot get them kosher killed. 
It is said that in New York City 90 per 


cent of the live poultry is consumed by. 


orthodox Jews, a small per cent goes to 
the big hotels, direct to Chinatown, and 
to a portion of tne Negro and Italian.

He says: “‘ The prac- 
tice recommended by Pennington is to 
bring the fowl into good condition by 
feeding clean grain mixed with butter- 
milk for from seven to fourteen days, 
then starve them for twenty-four hours 
in order that the intestinal tract may 
be as nearly empty as possible, and kill 
by cutting the jugular vein; then that 
part of the brain wnich controls the 
muscles hoiuing the feathers in place is 
destroyed by a thrust of the knife and 
the feathers are so loosened that they 
are easily pulled out.” 

This is a method recommended when 
chickens are to be kept for any time. 
When they are to be used right away I 
should think it not advisable to allow a 
‘then to get hungry enough to worry. 
From my exper.ence with hens in my 
youth I should say that they have wor- 
rying proclivities. 

But there is no end to this subject of 
chicken food, of which too few people 
know the true flavor. Canned chicken, 
for instance, tastes to me like a corned 
meat, and I believe it often is half veal. 
Chicken meat can be extended with 
both veal and pork without sacrificing 
flavor, for it is what I learned to do in 
Paris in preparing a galantine—recipe 
for it pages long—but it takes good cook- 
ing to do it. Chicken and veal may 
be combined in a chicken loaf ot the old 
fashioned type, but veal is an unstable 
meat and too laxative for large num- 
bers of people. Jellied chicken in cum- 
mer if it touches tin may become dan- 
gerous and is never a safety first prep- 
aration. 


Boiled Chicken, 

In boiling chicken the question is do 
you want the chicken meat to serve you 
best or are you most in need of the broth 
for from one to half a dozen different 
uses, soup, sauces, jelly? You get a 
strong broth in two ways, either by using 
cold water or less boiling water at the 


start. By using the lees boiling water 
you also leave more flavor in your chick- 
en. A strong broth can always be ex- 
tended with mitk or with vegetable stock 


for a soup, and it will jelly often with- 


out adding gelatin, though the best stock 
for this purpose is one made by boiling 
chicken bones or the raw carcass stripped

Insect Enemies of House Plants. 

CARCELY a day goes by that does 
not bring tothe writer some in- 
quiry about insects on house 
plants, and how they can be con- 
trolled or killed. One tells of hav- 
Ing used this preparation, another of 
something else, and all agree that in 
order to grow plants fairly well one is 
obliged to wage constant warfare against 
the various insects that establish them- 
selves on them; also, that most of the

work, and often prove worthiess. 

The insect that seems to be most in 
evidence, everywhere, is the aphis, or 
green plant louse. No collection of plants 
can long escape an attack fromit. Where 
it comes from no one knows. Your plants 
may seem entirely free from it today. 
Tomorrow you will find it on nearly all 
of them, and a few days later, if nothing 
has been done to interfere with it, many 
of the branches will be literally covered 
with the progeny of the first comers. 

In a short time your plants will take 
on a pale, sickly look, which goes to 
show that they are being drained of their 
life blood. bea 

main 

Tobacco, in some form,*is the one and 
only agent by which this all pervading 
enemy can be conquered. Years ago we 
fumigated our plants by burning tobacco 
leaves on live coals. This frequently 
killed all the aphides and came near kill- 
ing the owner of the plants at the same 
time, as the fumes of the burning tobacco 
gre extremely nauseating, and women 
with sensitive stomachs could not en- 
@ure them. In addition to their effect 
on the person, they left the odor of stale 
tobacco emoke on everything with which 
they came in contact, and it was heces- 
eary to give the entire house a general 
afring every time fumigation was resort- 

ed to. 

Because of this most women who gave 
the method a trial concluded that if they 
had to choose between plants and this

When plants have become badly infest- 
ed with aphis I would advise making a 
gtrong infusion of tobacco—preferably 
from the leaf—and applying it in the 
form of a bath.

_ FM a good sized tub with it, and dip 
the plants in it, being sure that they are 
Wholly submerged. Allow them to re- 
main under water for ten or fifteen min- 
utes. By the end of that time every

The red epider is another most destruc- 
tive enemy of plant life. It flourishes in 
m hot, dry atmosphere, such as too fre- 
quently prevaiis in ‘the ordinary living 
foom. It is such a tiny creature that its 
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» presence is seldom suspected until yel- 


lowing and falling foliage“‘shows that 
something is wrong. If you examine 
gome of the leaves that Aave fallen you 
will almost always discover tiny webs 
on the under side of them, and in these 
webs you will see red specks like grains 
of cayenne pepper. 

These “‘ specks ’"’ are the spiders that 
will kill your plants if you don’t kill 


-them, and the only way in which that 


can be done is by*using water om your 
plants so freely that they are moist all 
the time. The spider abhors moisture? 
and will not stay where it exists. 


~~ 
The proper thing to do when the plants 
are badly infested is to fill a tub witl 
water heated to 120 degrees and dip the 


plants in it, allowing them to remain for | - 


about half a minute. This will thorough- 
ly cook the spider, but it will not injure 
ordinary plants in the least. 

This is the only method that does ef- 
fective work in promptly ridding one’s 
plants of the pest. Showering freely 
and often may drive it away after a 
time, because continued moisture will 
convince it that conditions have con- 
spired to make matters unpleasant for 
it and the sooner it looks for more agree- 
able quarters the better, but the hot 
water bath will so expedite matters that 
I would advise it in every instance. 

After once ridding the plants of the 
spider make it a practice to spray them 
all over, daily, and keep water constant- 
ly evaporating in the room to impart 
some degree of moisture to the atmos- 
phere. These measgires to prevent the 
return of thé pest will help your plants, 
which always suffer from a hot, dry dir, 
even if the spider is absent, as it seldom 
is, under the above conditions. The 
plants need water on their foliage almost 
as much as at their roots.

: Chicken Broth. | 

Standard chicken broth requires one 
pound of raw material for each pint of 
finished liquor, but to get thie, the way 
some people cook, they should start with 
a quart of water:per pound, and when 
flavcr is to be made to go a long Way this 
amount may be used even by a careful 
ccoh. The chicken should be disjointed, 
never with a cleaver. It takes a most 
ateful cook to flavor this with raw ma- 
teriale and to thicken ‘with rice—not more 
than a tablespoon to a pint—and the one 
who cannot do this without cooking her 
broth down most uneconomically should 
prepare them separately. 3 


Pot Roasted Chicken. t 
Clean and disjoint chicken—dissect it, 
not chop. Prepare the kettle by frying 
out in it a little pork, or use a tablespoon 
of drippings, or, best, a little chicken fat. 
You may use up to half a cup of fat, and 
the more seasoning vegetables °u use 
the more fat. First fry the p.cces of 
chicken inthe fat until they are well 
seared; then add to them a cup of boiling 
water; bring to boil, cover kettle, reduce 
fire to simmering nt, and cook until 
tender. An old hen will require two hours, 
perhaps; a younger bird less. Occasional 
basting improves the meat. With the 
most careful cooking no water would be 
required and the flavor best preserved. 
The pieces may be broiled in flour before 
searing, but flour burns on if fire is a bit 
too strong. The vegetable seasonings 
hould be chopped or cut in dicg just a 
bit of onion or carrot, onion sweet 
herbs. If chicken stock is used ac of 
water use double amount, as it is Thick. 
If a cook will not pay attention to secure 
just the right fire she will have to use a 
trivet, or her chicken will burn on.

One of the most prominent is St. Joseph, 
with its various clubs and resorts; also 
Benton Harbor, and those who have not 
attempted the trip in the last six mouths 
will be pleased to learn that for the frst 
time there are practically hard road con- 
ditions all the way, with a great deal of 
new improvement going in on other routes 
that will add a great deal to the attract- 
iveness of this trip in another year. 

Last year two or three short stretches 
of macadam were completed by fall, nak- 
ing it possible to go to St. Joseph without 
either plowing through the mud or having 
to get out and push through the deep sand. 
The shortest possible routing is by way 
of Gary, Michigan City, New Buffaio, and 
Galien. The shore road from New Buf- 
falo to Stevensville is slightly shorier 
than this, but a great deal of it is clused 
this summer for improvement. As noted 
on the accompanying map, other cofm- 
binations of routes can easily be made 
out to connect with this routing at Gatien 
with fully as good road conditions but 
slightly increased mileage. : 

As the former and shortest route Is less 
known to most of the motorists, this will

QUIET HAMLET

Gate to Klondike Formerly 


Noted for Lawlessness; 
Curlo Trade Pushed. 


(Copyright: 1916: By Frank G. Carpenter.) 
SKAGWAY.—Eighteen years ago Skag- 


Way was one of the most talked of towns 
in the world. It was the chief gate to the 
ricb gold fields of the Klondike, and min- 


ers came by the thousands to tramp over 


the passes in order that they might get 
to the headwaters of the Yukon and float 
dewn to Dawson. | 

A little later it became the terminus of 
the White Pass railway, which runs to 
White Horse, the head of the navigation 
of the Yukon, and within a short time it 
sprang from a village of tents to a bus- 
tling city of d and stone of 15,000 pop- 
ulation. 

The most of the citizens were transients 
who were moving back and forth from the 
go.1 mines. Then the mines began to play 
out, and the blood of Skagway grew weak. 
The miners grew fewer and fewer, and 
tne city dwindled until it now has, all told, 
only five or six hundred. 


Saloons Have Disa 

The saloons and dance halis of the past 
have all disappeared. The hotels and 
rcvming shacks have rotted away and 
many of the better class houses are va- 
cant. The town has changed from a wide 
open community of gamblers, fortune 
hunters, and minersto a staid little settle- 
ment which lives on the travelers who 
paas through on their way to Yukon ter- 
ritory and the interior of Alaska, and on 
the tourists who come north every season. 

As it is now, several hundred steamers 
call at Skagway every season and they 
bring thousands of passengers. Many 
take the continuous round trip, but many 
also stop off at Skagway for a few days or 
weeks. The place is fast becoming a 
summer resort. It has a mild climate 
with much less rain than other parts of 
the panhandle. In the immediate vicinity 
are a half dozen glaciers and not fat away 
is Glacier bay, one of the greatest gla- 
cier gardens of the whole world. 

Skagway offers no end of excursions 
which the tourist can make on horse- 
back, on foot, or by motor boat, and he 
will find new things at every step or at 
every chug of the engine. ¢ 


Winters Are Mild. : 

The interesting things of Alaska »re 
not confined to the rocks, the mountains, 
thé snow, and the ice. As far as this 
part of the country is concerned, the 
latter is found only in the glaciers. The 
winters are such that there is no ice to 
speak of, and in summer Skagway is of 
the greenest of green. 

Many of the residents have garden 
patches, where they grow all the vege- 
tables used by the town. I saw one 
patch of raspberries this morning which 
had bushes as high as my head and ber- 
ries as thick as my thumb. I saw rhu- 
barb with leaves as big as two pages of 
a newspaper and stems that reached to 
™my snoulders. 

Going back to my hotel, I saw in one of 
the store windows two tubs of gerani- 
ums with stems as high as a man and 
with red blossoms twelve inches in cir- 
cumference. 

The Pullen house, where I am staying, 
is surrounded by several acres of beau- 
tiful lawn planted with trees and flow- 
ers. A stream of mountain water flows 
through the lawn. 


Two Trails to Gold Fields. 

When gold was discovered in the Klon- 
dike there were two roads or trails from 
the head of the Lynn canal over the 
mountains. One started at Skagway and 
climbed up through the White pass to 
Lake Bennett, and then went on down the 
Yukon to Dawson. The other began at 
Dyea, which is four milesaway, and wem 
over the Chilkoot pass to the Yukon | 

At first Dyea had the lead. It built » 
tram, running on a cable, thet carried 
freight up the pass, although the»pas- 
sengers had to walk, or, as they say here. 
“mush it” on foot. As the cars rose 
into the air, upheld by the wire rope, 
they swung this way and that, and now 
and then some of the freight was spilled 
out. 

Once the train carried ninety-four hogs. 
| The motiom made them dizzy and seasick: 
and half of them jumped from the cars 
and left large grease spots on the rocks 
far below. 

Another time a woman came along with 
a parrot. She was told that the bird 
would be carried and that all she had to 
do was to hang the cage in the car. She 
was afraid to risk her dear Pofly, and go 
she took him out and carried him up on 
her wrist. She sent the cage by the train, 
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lend, when she had: climbed to the top, 


found that it was so crushed that it could 
not be used. 


Crowd Rushes to Skagway. 
Later the White Pass railway was built , 
and the miners were taken by steam over 
the mountains. This sounded the death 
knell of Dyea. The crowd rushed to 
Skagway, where the new road began. 
Most of them left their houses without 
trying to sell them, and some abandoned 
their furniture, including the china and 
linen. One family departed, leaving a 


. table half set for dinner. 


All were crazy to get to the gold mines 


and to take part in the prosperity which 


it was thought Skagway would have. 
After a short while the town was aban- 
doned. All had left with the exception of 
@ man named Emil Klatt, who took up a 
homestead on the site of the abandoned 
city. He ployed the streets and laid out 
his fields among the town lots. He 
farmed there for years, and became gen- 
erally known as the mayor of Dyea, al- 
though his only subjects were cattle — 
sheep. 

It is interesting to hear the Skagway- 

ans tell of the days when their town was 
at the height of its drunken prosperity. 
It was a wide opéfr community, having 
sixty-one saloons, each with its dance 
hall, There were neither courts nor po- 
lice. At that time there was no law in 
Alaska under which a municipal govern- 
ment could be organized, and the only 
representative of Uncle Sam was the dep- 
ty marshal. 


Criminals Band Together. 

The criminal element was combined by 
Jefferson Smith, who went by the nick- 
name of Soapy. He got the title from 
having peddled soap wrapped in bank} 
notes on the streets of the towns of Colo- 
rado. He would pretend to wrap up the 
soap in $10 or $20 bills, selling it from 
boxes, which contained both blanks and 
prizes, auctioning off the packages. The 
game is a swindle, well known through- 
out the west. 

Soapy Smith came to Skagway at about 
the time of the beginning of the war be- 
tween the United States and Spain. He 
gathered about 400 of the vicious ele- 
ment of the place and offered them to 
President McKinley as a band of rough 
riders, ready to fight the Spaniards. The 
president, who had been posted as to 
their character, was obliged to decline 
‘them. 

Soapy then Baas and drilled them and 
used them to prey upon the community. 
They robbed strangers, singly and in 
crowds. They committed a large num- 
ber of murders, and it was almost sure 
death to oppose them. The people were 
afraid of them, honest men were ip- 
timidated, and a reign of terror laste 
for months. The gang had all sorts of 
ways of fleecing the miners who passed 
through on their way to the Klon‘'ke, and 
also of getting the gold of those who 
came back. | 

The Skagway “of today is an ormierly 
community. It has good schools, water- 
works, and sewers, electric lights and 
telephones, a da{ly newspaper and several 
churches. It a courthouse and a 
jail. | 

Reap Profits from Curios. 

The chief business of the town seems to 
be the selling of curios to the tourists. 
There are a half dozen stores that sel) 
jewelry, carvings, moccasins, and bas- 
kets. The jewelry is made by the Indians, 
being pounded out of silver dollars. The 
carvings are of walrus tusks cut by the 
Eskimos, and the moccasins and baskets 
are manufactured by the natives about 
Skagway and in other parts of Alaeska. 

Nome if these things is cheap. The 
finest baskets, little ones that will not 
hold more than a quart, bring from $50 
to $100, while cigarette cases of the same 
character sell for $15 apiece. No basket 
of fine workmanship can be bought for 
less than $8 or $10. The best are made 
under water. 

They are of straw woven finer thap 
the finest panama hat; and so delicate 
and intricate that it takes several months 
to make a basket as big as the head of 
a baby.

Natives Are Expert Carvers. 

Most of the carvings come from Nome 
and the Indian settlements about the 
mouth of the Yukon, although some good 
carvingsc are cut out by the Indians 
about Skagway and Sitka. The Indians 
make their own carving tools, grinding 
them out of old razor blades, using only 
the thick part of the razor. In working 
they pull the inetrument toward them, 
digging out the tvory after the style of 
the Japanese. This is the direct opposite 
of the way our carvers work. 

These natives 0% Alaska, seemJo have a 
high sense of the artistic. They are imi- 
tative, and they can carve any likenese 
if they have only a model to work by. 
Among the most common of the curios 
offered for sale are billfkens carved out 
of walrusivory. When the first of these 
figures was brought to Alaska a curio. 
dealer showed one to an Eskimo and 
asked him to imitate it. He did so well 
that {t could not be told from the original. 
Since then billikens have been made by 
the thousands, and they are now a drug 
in the market. a 

The Eskimos are beginning to make 
kewple dolls in miniature, and at that 
they are succeeding wonderfully weil. I 
am told that you cam have a. billiken or 
a kewple made of yourself upon order. 
The Hekimos will take a walrus tusk 
and out out the figure, putting « carica- 
ture of your own features upon it.

Wahl termed @ swindle, pure and simple, 
and with the overbuilding and overiend- 
ing which is being done in connection 
with flat construction was, he asserted, 
making weil informed people loath to 
buy anything in the shape of real estate. 


Many Similar Complaints. 
This is not the first complaint TH» 
this connection, 
and attention has beefi calied on severa] 
eceasions in thiz coliimn to the bad effect 
these methods, if permitted to continue, 
were certain to have on the flat invest-~ 
ment market, as well as the market for 
real estate securities, 


There are many of the best class of real |, 


estate men who, while admitting the evils 
comptained of, have deprecated the idea 
of giving any particular publidty to 
them, on the ground it would tend to dis- 
eredit the entire‘real'estate market and 
work injury both to innocent as weil as 
gullty. ¥ 

‘There are others, too, who are of the 
opinion the situation is not nearly ae bad 
as it is said to be, but there is a growing 
‘sentiment among the best class of real 
estate men that the situation is ba@, 
not hopelessly so, but bad enough to call 
for heroic treatment. 


‘Brokers’ Opinions Sought.
